United Africa Co., lumber and plywood producing subsidiary of the giant Uni- 
lever (Lever Bros.) organization in West Africa, reached out to British Columbia last 
month for top operating men for its operations on the Gold Coast and in Nigeria. 
R. Scott Abernethy, formerly of Eburne division, Canadian Forest Products, Ltd., and 
M. B. King Lumber Co., has been appointed sawmill superintendent in the Gold Coast. 
J. W. Brearly, formerly logging manager for Malahat Logging Co. before it was taken 
over by B. C. Forest Products, Ltd., has been named logging superintendent at the 
Gold Coast, and J. P. H. Portelance, formerly head filer for the sawmill of Pacific Mills 
at Ocean Falls, is to be head filer of the sawmills at Sapele, in Nigeria. Paul Kruse, Texas- 
born representative of United Africa Co., came to the Pacific Northwest from Sapele, 
where he has been located for the past two years, to line up candidates for the mill jobs, 
and negotiations were concluded by G. W. Houlding, another executive of the com- 
pany, who spent several days in Vancouver. Mr. Houlding was associated with timber 
organizations in the Northwest several years ago. 


The headquarters of National Forest Industries Communications, official volun- 
tary organization representing industrial radio operators before Federal Communica- 
tions Commission for establishing and coordinating use of radio within forest prod- 
ucts field, moved from Portland to Eugene, Ore., the first of November.

The 40 million feet of lumber to be purchased at second lumber auction since 
World War II by Lumber Division of Corps of Engineers, at Portland, Ore., was ob- 
tained the first day of what was expected to be a 2-day session. This auction, held Oct. 
9, drew about 275 registered bidders, a greater number than had been anticipated by 
R. G. O’Neel, chief of the lumber section. The price of green boards ran $10 to $15 
lower than the previous auction, held in September. Prices of green dimension were 
off $15-$22 and dry dimension from $1 to $6.

Prices of Douglas fir cross ties and short 2x4-6-8-10-12 inch green dimension 
continued to drop in price during late October, some mills quoting as much as $10 
less than the prices listed elsewhere in this issue of the Lumberman. However, stock 
over 16 feet long and kiln dried while lower than during the summer was said to 
have dropped only from five to ten dollars while short green dimension was down 
twenty five to thirty dollars.

Forest Industries News  cosirve« 


Foresters from all parts of the country will pool their knowledge and present 
their views on “American Forestry in the Twentieth Century” at the Golden Anniver- 
sary Meeting of the Society of American Foresters. The meeting will be held at the 
Mayflower Hotel, Washington, D. C., December 13 to 16, 1950. An organization of 
6,800 professional foresters in the United States and Canada, the Society is commemo- 
rating its fiftieth year by taking stock of forestry accomplishments during the past half- 
century and by anticipating developments during the next half-century. 


The company which 44 years ago brought the first ocean-going log raft in his- 
tory to San Diego from the Columbia River, has discontinued operations. The Benson 
Lumber Co., founded in San Diego in 1906, stated that the reason for closing was the 
fact that its milling operations were too far from sources of supply. The company 
ceased transportation of lumber in huge log rafts in 1941. The rafts had grown in size 
to 1000 feet long, 60 feet wide and had a draft of 29 feet. Each contained enough logs 
to produce more than six million feet of lumber. Frank Lynch was president of the 
company. The Evansons, sons of the founder, O. J. Evenson, Franklin P. and Jus- 
tin C., are minority stockholders. 


Carlton Stone, president of Hillcrest Lumber Co., and one of Vancouver Island’s 
best known lumber operators, died October 10 at Duncan, B. C. Born in Coldchester, 
England, he went to sea as a youth, sailing on ships between Britain and Australia. His 
father had been a millwright, so it was natural that he followed that trade when he 
finally settled in British Columbia, 40 years ago. He built a sawmill at Fairbridge, near 
Cowichan Station, in 1910. His present mill, at Mesachie Lake, was described in The 
LUMBERMAN last September. Five of his sons are active in the business. 


E. C. Walsh, 76, formerly sales manager of the old Hastings sawmill in Van- 
couver, B. C., died in Vancouver, B. C., General Hospital, October 10. In recent years 
he had been living at Ruskin, B. C., where he was president of E. C. Welsh, Ltd., saw- 


mill operators. 


Oregon state board of forestry granted a military leave of absence to State For- 
ester George Spaur, refusing to accept his resignation. Spaur, holding rank of Colonel, 
is commanding officer of 369th engineer boat and shore reserve regiment, which has 
been called into active service. Spaur was expected to resume military duty in mid-Oc- 
tober. Deputy State Forester Dwight L. Phipps became acting state forester with 
Spaur’s departure. John B. Woods, Jr., was advanced by the state board to position of 
deputy and James H. Walker became assistant forester in charge of protection. The 
board approved a forestry budget for 1951-53 biennium of $1,214,821, in addition to a 


$400,000 approrpiations request to the 1951 legislature for continuation of spruce bud- 
worm control program. 





Roy C. Carlson has been appointed manager of the timber and log department 
for Washington Veneer Corp., with headquarters at Olympia, Wash. In his new posi- 
tion, Carlson will have charge of all company timber lands, and will be responsible 
for the production of logs used at its Bellingham and Olympia plants. Prior to join- 
ing Washington Veneer Corp. Carlson was Chief Forester for Rayonier, Inc., and be- 
fore going with Rayonier, was employed by the War Production Board as log produc- 
tion expediter for Washington. 


The annual meeting of the Red Cedar Shingle Bureau, representing all of the 
northwestern mills which produce Certigrade Red Cedar Shingles, will be held at the 
New Washington Hotel in Seattle, Wash., at noon Friday, Dec. 8. These annual 
meetings of the Red Cedar Shingle Bureau are not only attended by the great ma- 
jority of the western shingle mills but also have as their guests many lumber manu- 
facturers, wholesalers and commission men from all parts of the country.

Forest Industries News 


Before the cold war got warm U. S. Plywood Corporation registered with SEC 
covering 60,000 shares of preferred stock to be offered to the public. Asked by a 
New York brokerage firm (before Korea) what war might do to the plywood indus- 
try, President Lawrence Ottinger modestly but factually replied it would doubtless be 
strained to meet government demands alone. A little later the issue was postponed; 
reason given was condition of the market. Then came Korean hostilities. Last month 
U. S. Plywood applied to SEC for permission to withdraw the public offering; a group 
of insurance companies took on 3,000,000 dollars worth of three percent debentures. 
Due date: 1965. 


Plans for immediate construction of a drying yard one and a half miles north- 
west of Arcata, Calif., to handle part of its Klamath mill redwood lumber production, 
were announced last month by the Simpson Logging Co. C. H. Kreienbaum, manager 
of Simpson's California operations, said his firm had purchased the Hammond Lumber 
Co. railroad spur extending from its connection with the Northwestern Pacific Railway 
northwest of Arcata to the new Simpson plant site. The completion of a 10-acre grad- 
ed and surfaced drying yard will be followed by the construction of a remanufacturing 
plant designed to handle about 24 million board feet annually. This plant, Kreien- 
baum added, will be designed for later expansion. The company also owns an addi- 
tional 150 acres in the same plot of land. The company will begin the construction 
of dry kilns, at least five, a planing mill, drying sorting shed, etc. The company has 
purchased a Stetson-Ross 612A matcher for its new remanufacturing plant. 


Construction of the new Astoria Plywood Corp.'s plywood plant at Astoria, 
Ore., started in mid-October. According to Norman Jacobson, president of the organ- 
ization and long identified with the Pacific Coast Douglas fir plywood industry, this 
mill will get into production about May 1, 1951, as a one-unit cold press plant. It is 
intended that an additional dryer and hot press will subsequently be added. The plant 
location is on the old Astoria Spruce Corp. mill site. Other officers of the organization 
include Frank Himes, vice president; Harold Jones, treasurer, and Z. Hesselgesser, sec- 
retary. A. B. Petersen, of Eugene, is consulting engineer; Clarence Noble, purchasing 
agent, and C. H. Cook, auditor and office manager. Principal equipment items going 
into the original unit are Coe lathe, clipper and veneer dryer; Globe barker, patchers 
and sawing equipment; Ederer cold press and cranes; Yates-American sanders; and 
Lamb-Grays Harbor hog. 


Associated Wood Products Co., Portland, Ore., has merged with Triangle Truss 
Co., Seattle, Wash., and will operate under the name of Associated Wood Products 
Company of the Northwest, maintaining sales offices at Portland and Seattle. W. M. 
Hall, president of Triangle Truss Co., is recognized as an authority on glue lamination, 
the field specialized in by the Seattle plant. Fabrication and erection of timber roof 
and bridge structures of all sizes is the specialty of the Portland plant, of which I. O. 
Godfrey is president. Of the consolidation, Godfrey says it “gives us not only com- 
plete facilities for any type of timber fabrication, but will enable us to extend our 
market to eventually cover the national field. 


The 41st annual conference of the Western Forestry & Conservation Association 
will be held at the Sir Francis Drake Hotel, San Francisco, December 6, 7, 8. Theme of 
the conference will be Managed Conservation. Problems of growing, protecting and 
harvesting the harvest crop will be discussed. Costs and financial and economic aspects 
will also be discussed. One session will be devoted to the use of radio in protection com- 
munications. On December 5 there will be a meeting of the Northern California Sec- 
tion of the American Society of Photogrammetry, at which developments in forest pho- 
togrammetry will be discussed.

OHIO MATCH COMPANY COMPLETES MODERNIZATION AND CONSOLIDATION 
PROGRAM AT HUETTER, IDAHO 


New plant of the Ohio Match Company, at Huetter, Idaho. 


The Western Division of Ohio 
Match Company has carried on plant 
operations in the Inland Empire of 
Pacific Northwest nearly 30 years 
The company sawmill was built in 
1921 at Huetter, Ida., 
currently in production. About the

time of its construction the company 
built a match block plant in Spo- 
kane, Wash. The block plant con- 
tinued in production here until 1949 
when the company’s entire Spokane 
including the Western 
headquarters, were moved to the 


operations 


Huetter plant site, adjacent to Coeur 
d'Alene, Ida 


Until 1934 both commercial lum- 
ber and match stock were shipped 
from Huetter to Spokane, but in that 
year the planing, remanufacturing, 
and lumber shipping facilities were 
moved to Huetter. Match plank con- 
tinued to be transported to Spokane 
for processing until 1949 


The management decided in 1948 
to consolidate all the Western manu- 
facturing processing at Huetter and 
modernize and fully integrate plant 
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facilities in the change-over. This 
modernization-consolidation re- 
quired 11% years’ time and about %4 
of a million dollars. 


Top personnel of the Ohio Match 
Co. Western Division operations 
consists of C. J. O'Neil, general 
manager; J. A. Sanford, assistant 
general manager; and A. W. Craw- 
ford, salesmanager. 


This manufacturing transforma- 
tion extends into all plant produc- 
tion departments. The sawmill has 
been converted from full steam 
power to electric power, kiln drying 
facilities added and air drying of 
commercial lumber (as differentiat- 
ed from match plank) discontinued, 
automatic equipment for handling 
lumber ahead and behind dry kilns 
installed, lumber transport-handling 
throughout the operations was con- 
verted to modern carrier-lift truck 
svstem, a new and modernized block 
plant was constructed, and addi- 
tional new lumber finishing facilities 
and dry sheds added 


The double-cut two-headrig saw-

mill, previously strictly steam pow- 
ered from central boiler plant, was 
converted to individual electric 
drives, using General Electric motors 
for practically all the electric power 
units. Still powered by steam are 
carriage setworks, nigger, log loader, 
and kickers. Thé sawmill operates 
two 8-hour shifts and one 6-hour 
shift, cutting approximately 14M feet 
per hour. Idaho white pine will rep- 
resent about 80°) of the annual cut, 
of which 30% goes into match plank;

All Lumber Kiln Dried 

A battery of 10 Moore cross-cir- 
culation dry kilns, each of which 
holds 60M feet of 4/4 stock per 
charge, has been added. The entire 
mill cut, except match stock, is dried 
in the kilns at average rate of 200M 
feet of lumber per day. 

Prior to installing the kilns, lum- 
ber was transported from sawmill to

EDWARD HINES LUMBER CO. TRANSPORTS 150,000 FEET OF LOGS PER DAY FROM WOODS TO SAWMILL AT 
HINES, OREGON, WITH SEVEN TRUCKS. 


The extensive sawmill and re- 
manufacturing plant of Edward 
Hines, at Hines, Oregon, for years 
obtained the mill’s log supply from 
the organization’s woods operations 
at Seneca, some 50 miles from the 
plant. The company operates its 
own common carrier railroad to 
transport logs from Seneca opera- 
tions to the mill. In 1947 another 
logging show was opened by the 
Hines firm. This was a truck-traile: 
haul in the Ochoco National Forest 
in northwesterly direction from the 
plant 

At the time the additional side 
went into production, the transport 
of logs from woods to mill pond in- 
volved a private road haul of 26 
miles, of which half was outside of 
the national forest. The Hines’ entry

into the Southeastern portion of 
Ochoco National Forest was the first 
sizeable operation harvesting this 
huge area of Ponderosa pine forests 

forests which are characterized by 
large volume of overaged trees, many 
of which had already died and fallen. 
But to gain access to these forests 
required extensive expenditures for 
road building in addition to the 
usual capital investment in econom- 
ical logging and hauling equipment. 


Today, three years after opening 
the Ochoco operation, the company 
hauls logs from this forest over 50

Power Saws for Falling and Bucking

Special Woods Fuel-Lubrication 


A special fuel-lubrication truck 
daily services all the power ma-

This truck 
carries supply of the following 
Standard Oil Co. products: 220 gal- 
lons of gasoline, 330 gals of diesel 
oil, two barrels of Delo motor oil, 
one barrel gear lubricant, and one 
barrel tractor-roller grease. 

An air compressor, powered by 
Briggs-Stratton gasoline engine, op- 
erates Alemite pumps for dispensing 
all these lubricants. Gasoline and

DUTTONS CRESCENT CITY, CALIF. 
PLANT NEARS COMPLETION 


The new lumber remanufactur- 
ing-finishing plant and large lumber 
loading dock of the lumber whole- 
saling firm, A. C. Dutton Lumber 
Corp. at Crescent City, Cal., have 
been practically completed. Trial 
run operation is anticipated after the 
end of the year, according to Bruce 
Holley, West Coast manager of the 
organization 


He says this, the first entry of 
A. C. Dutton Lumber Corp. in man- 
ufacture of West Coast woods, is to 
be one of the most modern highly 
mechanized lumber plants on the 
Pacific Coast and will in time attain 
a capacity of 10 to 12 million feet of 
lumber per month 


The Dutton organization will buy 
rough green lumber from the manu- 
facturing mills, concentrating the 
stock at Crescent City for dressing 
random length.

Camden, N. J.; and Wilmington, Del 


A large special-built, heavy-duty 
Stetson-Ross planer, with 8-hour 
capacity for processing 250,000 feet 
of lumber has been manufactured 
for installation in this new plant 
A 54” vertical Mershon single band 


resaw will operate as remanufactur- 
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ing unit of the plant. This machine 
has feed rate of 50 to 200 f.p.m. and 
takes stock 14” wide and 29” high 
The feedworks uses Reeves vari- 
speed drive.

Timber Sale 


Gilchrist Timber Co., Gilchrist, 
Ore., was high bidder for timber on 
a 3200-acre tract of the Pringle 
Falls experimental station. Sale was 
a stand improvement plan result- 
ing in one of the lightest cuts ever 
made in Central Oregon timber. No 
more than 4 or 5 trees per acre 
will be harvested in this cut. Spe- 
cies include sugar pine, lodgepole

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E. W. Woods, logging super- 
intendent of the Ochoco log- 
ging operation of Edward 
Hines Lumber Co., Hines, Ore., 
has equipped each of the log- 
ging trucks on this 50-mile 
woods-to-mill haul with wire- 
rope bridle towing cables. His 
innovation has resulted in 
complete stoppage of tearing 
bumpers loose from the trucks 
and also eliminated the break- 
age of bumper-mounted tow- 
ing hooks.

Edging is carried on with an Ash- 
land Machine Shop 6”x48” 4-saw 
stub edger with reversible friction 
feedroll. An ingenious cut-off saw 
arrangement is here used to reduce 
slabs to short lengths, thus facili- 
tating transportation in the refuse 
conveyor leading to Phelps prefabri- 
cated burner. This swing cut-off is 
mounted at edge of the mill building 
just behind the end of the carriage 
tracks. Slabs coming from the head- 
rig travel toward the back end of 
the mill on the main power roll cas- 
ing over a set of air-operated kick- 
ers which are activated by foot con- 
trol by the cut-off sawyer. Activation 
of these kickers causes the slab to 
be lifted off the live rolls and drop 
into the cut-off feed conveyor leading 
to the cut-off saw. This conveyor is 
also foot-controlled by the cut-off 
sawyer. As the slabs feeding in 
extend one to two feet beyond the 
cut-off saw the operator brings the 
swing cut-off forward thus cutting 
off the extended portions which drop 
into the conveyor. This cut-off saw, 
hinged from above, has a piece of 
flat belting attached which passes 
over an overhead live shaft pulley, 
the end of which belting hangs with- 
in reach of the cut-off sawyer. To 
swing the saw forward, making the 
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edger, air compressor and transfer chains. 


cut, all this sawyer has to do is exert 
a slight pull on the piece of belting, 
thus causing the belt to bear more 
heavily on the pulley and in turn 
pulling the swing saw forward. 


Another clever arrangement in- 
volves the end trimming of lumber. 
A swing trim saw operating at the 
back of the mill, at the power rolls 
feeding onto the green chain, is con- 
trolled by air cylinders swinging the 
saw making the trim cuts. Seven 
bumpers controlled by a finger key- 
board by the trimmerman facilitate 
rapid trimming to precise lengths 
These bumpers, located two feet 
apart, between the power rolls, are 
set for trimming to 8-20 foot lengths. 
A continuous shaft, running hori- 
zontally beneath reversible power 
rolls, operated off cone-type friction, 
has mounted on it seven arms, one 
for each bumper. An air cylinder is 
connected to the shaft which when 
activated by the trimmerman, swings 
the arms into an upright position 
By means of the finger keyboard 
the trimmerman selects the particu- 
lar bumper to be engaged by the 
arms as they swing into upright po- 
sition, thus lifting the desired bump- 
er which stops the piece of lumber 
at such position as to make the trim 
cut to obtain lumber of the desired 
length

Within the past few months the 
production of this mill has been in- 
creased about 10 thousand feet per 
day by increasing speed of the edger 
and compressor, thus speeding up 
the carriage feed, according to J. B 
Nelson. 


The company has its own timber 
supply, the logging of which is con- 
tracted by Markham Logging Co. 
and Haller Logging Co. When The 
LUMBERMAN visited the sawmill 
the pond was filled with logs, ex- 
cept for a narrow stretch extending 
directly from log dump to the mill. 
This was kept open to facilitate 
“varding” white fir sinker logs di- 
rectly from the dump to mill deck 
These logs were bucked to length 
here in the mill with a one-man 
McCulloch chain saw. Normally the 


logs are cut to length by a pond 
drag saw, but sinkers are bucked on

Newest sawmill in British Co- 
lumbia’s lower mainland region and 
one of the Northwest's most efficient 
in terms of economy of manpower is 
that of Port Mann Lumber Co., 
which has been in operation since 
last August 


With only six men regularly on 
the mill floor, this plant produces 
at the rate of five or six thousand 
feet per man per eight-hour shift. 


The mill, owned by R. C. Neville, 
who for seven years operated Ne- 
ville Lumber Co. at Spuzzum, near 
North Bend, B. C., and H. Kadijar, is 
located on the south side of the 
Fraser River near Port Mann, a few 
miles from New Westminster. It 
currently about 650,000 
feet of lumber a month for export 
to the United States and the United

Logs are purchased in the open 
market, chiefly from operations in 
the Fraser valley and on Vancouvet 
Island 


Most of the major features of the 
mill were built and supplied by the 
Peters Co. of Portland, Ore. 


Logs delivered by raft to the mill 
are sorted by boom men and fed to 
the steel hydraulic straightlift log 
haul, which consists of a system of 
beams and channels which provide a 
guide for the log carriage member. 
The log carriage itself consists of 
three arms made up in a rigid frame 
to lift the logs from water level to 
the log deck. The unit is powered 
from the central hydraulic pumping 
unit and is completely fabricated of 
steel. 


sawmill at Spuzzum, on the Frozer River 
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The log deck is constructed of 
steel “I” beams installed on a slope 
so as to roll logs across the log deck 
by gravity. The deck is extended 
out to the vertical supports which 
are a part of the sub-base. The log 
deck is designed for handling the 
heaviest of logs without manual 
labor, and for this purpose is 
equipped with power-operated stop 
and loader and log turner. 

Head saws consist of two 56” 
Spear & Jackson circular units, and 
they are served by a Peters no-man 
carriage with hydraulic setworks 
and air dogs. Log deck and hydrau- 
lic turner and air-operated stop and 
loader, as well as live roll cases and 
edger transfer were all supplied by 
the Peters Co.

At the Hines mill here we 
have summer saws and winter saws. 
Our summer saws have 2” tooth 
space and I carry 25° hook. Our 
winter saws have 244” tooth space 
and I carry 35° hook in them. We 
do not change the speed of our mill, 
summer or winter, and the cut va- 
ries very little, summer or winter. 
We have sawyers here who under- 
stand how to saw frozen timber, and 
that is the main thing, along with 
good saws. I am looking forward to 
reading what other filers have to 
say on this subject, as no one filer 
knows it all

We keep our logs in the winter 
time confined in a “hot” pond, but 
the area is so small that the logs do 
not have a chance to thaw any be- 
fore being sawn. We do set saws 
differently in the winter time for the 
sawing of frozen timber, and we 
slow down the speed of the head 
saw during this period. Fortu- 
nately, we have had the right kind 
of a filer for the past several years 
and have experienced very little dif- 
ficulty in sawing straight lumber out 
of frozen logs. However, we have 
had filers in the past who were not 
ingenious enough to set saws to 
overcome getting snaky lumber. A 
lot depends upon your filer 

Our head filer, Thad Tatum, uses 
the following methods 
(1) 9500’ saw speed summer; 
8400’ saw speed winte1 
27-degree hook in summer; 
32-degree hook in winter 
Keep saws sharp—change 
often in frost 
We use 13-gauge saws with 
sliver teeth 
(5) Swage to 6-gauge then shape 
to 7-gauge 

(6) 2” tooth space 

(7) We have an 8 band mill 

(8) Using heat tension both sum- 
mer and winter

The only steps that we take are 
to slow down the band mills from 
about 10,000’ per minute to 8,000’ 
and secondly, to feed more slowly 
when we have a log that is frozen 
very hard. 

Frozen logs are not too great a 
problem for us because a great deal 
of our sawing is done on the gang- 
saw, which is very little affected by 
frozen timber. We also attempt to 
keep the logs as long as possible in 
a hot pond, which does remove the 
frost from approximately 50% to 
60% of the perimeter of the log.

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NEW MODERN PLANING MILL 
ELIMINATES PLANT BOTTLENECK

Magnolia Lumber Corp., for years 
a successful lumber manufacturing 
organization operating in Southern 
United States, bought out the Cal- 
Ore Lumber Co. operations at Ash- 
land, Ore., in March, 1948. Included 
in the purchased manufacturing fa- 
cilities was the 4-year-old sawmill 
which has subsequently been oper- 
ated, modernized and expanded un- 
der the new ownership. The major 
plant improvements made under 
management of R. Drew Lamb, pres- 
ident of Magnolia Lumber Corp., 
includes rebuilding and greatly in- 
creasing capacity and performance 
of the planing mill, and modernizing 
the sawmill with addition of a band 
resaw, a Schnitzer & Wolf deck saw, 


and lengthening of the mill, pre- 
viously limited to 20-ft. cuts, to 
manufacture 24-ft. lumber. 

Plans for the present planing mill 
were conceived nearly three years 
ago when Mr. Lamb foresaw this as 
the major bottleneck of the opera- 
tion and consequently ordered a new 
A-62 Yates-American belt-drive 
planer-matcher to supplement the 
A-62 Yates-American motorized 
planer-matcher already at the plant. 

Obtaining a site to relieve the con- 
gestion of the sawmill proper, and 
still be in a convenient operational 
area, was the next step. To obtain 
the site required acquisition of two 
adjoining properties, including the 
houses thereon, giving the company 


some 400 feet of additional frontage 
on the S.P. railroad track for the 
planned separate surfaced dry shed 
for storage and loading out lumber. 
Along the 600’ depth from track were 
to be located in progressive sequence 
the planing mill, kilns with stacker 
and unstacker, and rough dry shed. 
This series installation has not been 
completed, but the planing mill was 
finished and went into production 
about the first of 1950. 


Layout Unique 


The layout of this lumber finishing 
plant is unique in several ways. The 
planer-matchers were staggered in 
such a manner as to permit clear-

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PORTABLE MILL AIDS IN 
FOREST UTILIZATION 


Helping to solve the forest 
utilization problem is Robert Crew, 
Jackson, Calif., operator of one of 


the most portable sawmills ever ob- 
served by a LUMBERMAN field 
editor. 

Crew’s mill is a Rassmussen Tow- 
Away Sawmill, built in Sutte: 
Creek, Calif. The mill is in two 
units, the head rig unit, consisting of 
single circular saw, 40”, carriage, 
log lift, and main power plant, a 100 
hp. Chrysler industrial engine. This 
unit is mounted on two heavy air- 
plane wheels, as is the edger unit, 
which consists of a 40” Corley edger, 
powered with a Vee Four 24 hp 
Wisconsin motor 

Jacks are attached to the corners 
of each of the two units of the mill

When it is desired to move, the log 
lift is folded over the carriage, the 
blocks under each corner of the mill 
are knocked out, and the edger unit, 
and head rig unit are hitched on to 
a lumber truck, and away they go 
to another setting. To set the mill 
up, the head rig unit is first set on 
blocks and levelled with the jacks 
Then the edger unit is backed in and 
also levelled up 


Crew states that the mill can be 
knocked down, moved five miles, 
and be sawing again five hours. Be- 
fore the war he was logging and 
sawmilling in eastern Oregon. Dur- 
ing the war he was with the army 
in Burma, where his specialty was 
welding, but he did take a whirl at 
running one of the Army sawmills 


which was then cutting teak. After 
the war he came to California and 
has been sawmilling in Calaveras 
and Amador counties. 

At the present time he is cutting 
second growth pine, clearing timber 
from ranch lands. Logs averaging 
24” at the butt, and they are being 
cut up into five and a half quarter 
box lumber. 

Brush, slabs, and sawdust are to 
be burned this winter when the 
fire hazard is over. 

Crew pays for all services on a 
lumber scale basis to the owner of 
the International TD18 tractor with 
Carco winch and Bucyrus Erie 
‘dozer, the timber owner, lumber 
trucker, fallers, and mill hands. 

On the job near Sutter Creek were 
two fallers. One of them, Wade Hal- 
stead, uses two gas chain saws—a 
Mall No. 10 and a McCulloch one- 
main chain saw. Halstead falls, 
bucks and limbs, bucking the trees 
into 16’ logs. He falls about 9-10M’ 
per day.

B. C. Shippers Not Disturbed 
By Freeing of Canadian 
Dollar 


While the freeing of the Canadian 
dollar from its arbitrary 10 percent 
discount in relation to the U.S. dol- 
lar and the consequent reduction of 
the discount in the free currency 
market, might theoretically place 
Canadian lumber entering the U.S 
market at a disadvantage, British 
Columbia lumbermen do not expect 
it to work out that way 

Canadian lumber producers sell- 
ing to the U.S. may lose a few dol- 
lars per thousand feet as the Ca- 
nadian dollar rises in terms of U.S 
currency, but in current markets 
they feel a percentage loss of around 
5 percent in the price is compara- 
tively insignificant

The Accident Prevention Division 
operates under an addition to the 
basic law. This is generally known 
as the Safety Law, passed in 1920 
This division was comparatively in- 
active until 1943 when its present 
director, Robert M. Evenden, was 
employed to reactivate it in keeping 
with the ends to be attained. Dur- 
ing the years since, the Division has 
grown to employ 54 persons, of 
whom 42 are field personnel includ- 
ing 31 inspectors with assigned ter- 
ritories to cover the state.

Safety Codes for the State of Ore- 
gon are generally recognized in all 
states as being topped by none. 

These codes are not laws, but they 
have the effect of law in that com- 
pliances are enforceable. They are 
drawn with the concurrence of man- 
agement and labor and are only ap- 
proved and adopted by the Commis- 
sion after public hearings in which

They write recommendations for 
changes in guarding, plant layout, 
or other improvements concerning 
mechanical hazards of procedure or 
placement. They also make recom- 
mendations regarding mass or indi- 
viduals acts or movements, and for 
training to fit old habits to safer 
grooves. A compliance form backs 
the recommendations. Non-report- 
ing of changes in keeping with rec- 
ommendations can result in enforce- 
ment proceedings, just as failure to 
make the changes would. 

The record of the Accident Pre- 
vention Division for the years of 
1943 to 1950 is very fine. It looks 
like this for a 6 year period: 

Logging continues to be the No. 1 
headache. It contributes 38.6 per- 
cent of all fatalities and 16.25 per- 
cent of all lost time claims against 
the general accident insurance fund 

Certainly these figures cover only 
those firms which accept the Oregon 
act. The figures among firms which 
reject the act are probably much 
worse, but no central agency is set 
up to collect the facts or to argue 
the point.

A survey of timber by Canadian 
Forest Products on a stand in the 
Davie River in Nimpkish Valley, 
northeastern Vancouver Island, has 
developed some interesting facts. 

Between the years 1560 and 1562 
a forest fire swept through the 
Davie River in the Nimpkish Valley 
A good seed year for fir must have 
followed soon afterward, because a 
thick stand of young fir seedlings 
came in soon after the burn. Today 
this stand of timber is young enough 
to be sound and thrifty, and yet old 
enough that it produces an excel- 


lent grade of timber 

The company made a detailed 
study of a small portion of the very 
best of the Davie timber. A seven- 
acre falling quarter on Spur H-F 
was cruised before the trees were 
felled. Then, as each tree was felled 
it was carefully measured right out 
to the tip. The rings were counted, 
and an analysis was made tree by 
tree of the accumulated growth of 
390 years 

The largest fir tree was 95 inches 
in diameter at the butt. The tallest 
fir tree was 305 feet in length to 
the tip. The average total height 
of the fir trees was 278 feet. The 
average acre contained 19 fir trees

63 inches and an average net volume 
of 7,500 board feet per tree. The 
total volume of logs produced on 
an average acre was 167,000 board 
feet, distributed by species as fol- 
lows: fir 83 per cent; cedar, 19 per 
cent; hemlock, 6 per cent; and bal- 
sam, 1 per cent. 

At the time this stand was estab- 
lished, there were probably 200 fir 
trees to the acre, if not more. For 
390 years there was a bitter strug- 
gle for survival so that at the time 
the stand was logged, there were 
only 19 surviving firs on an average 
acre. 

During the first hundred years in 
the life of the stand the net growth 
was at the rate of 710 board feet 
per acre per year. Then the growth 
gradually tapered off so that, at the 
time the timber was cut, growth was 
exactly balanced by losses from 
death and decay of the weaker trees. 
The table below summarizes briefly 
the story of the development of this 
stand over the past 390 years

One of the interesting surprises 
that turned up was a hemlock tree 
that was 246 feet in height. While 
this is considerably shorter than the 
tallest fir, it is still a remarkable 
height for a hemlock. In doing its 
best to keep up with the fast-grow- 
ing firs, the hemlock tree apparently 
out-did itself in height growth 

This was an exceptional stand of 
timber on a small area of the very 
best Douglas fir growing site. The 
soil is a deep glacial deposit lying 
at the foot of a mountain, where the 
water seeping down from above 
provides a steady source of moisture 
during the drier months. The area 
faces south, so that it gets the most 
out of the summer sunshine. Finally, 
the abundant rainfall in the Nimp- 
kish Valley contributes its share to 
the timber growth

PALLET MANUFACTURING NOW A 
$15,000,000 INDUSTRY 


One Long Beach, California, company alone uses from 
five to six million feet of lumber per year. 


The pallet industry of the 
United States, of which the Long 
Beach (California), Pallet Sales & 
Equipment Co., is a part, can be 
classed, roughly, as a $15,000,000- 
a-year business. This one pallet 
manufacturing concern alone uses 
from five to six million board feet 
a year. 

George Canlis, operator of the 
Long Beach company, in its third 
year of operation, uses Douglas fir 
primarily, because of its strength 
and resistance to a static load, some 
taken directly from the mills, the 
remainder through lumber brokers 
Ninety per cent of his stock of pal- 
lets is formed from 2x4s and 1x6s 
Green lumber is used, says Mr 
Canlis, because it adjusts better to 
the climatic conditions of Southern 
California and doesn’t split, as does 
dry. The yard’s production runs as 
high as 1,000 4-Way pallets a day 


No. 4 common fir is used and up- 


grading and downgrading is done 
at the DeWalt cutoff saws, of which 
there are five in the yard. The down- 
graded lumber is used for expend- 
able pallets, light weight yet rugged 
enough to withstand rigors of ship- 
ping requirements. There is consid- 
erable custom-building of pallets, 
but for the most part standard sizes 
are turned out from the yard: 32x40, 
36x48, 40x48, 48x48 (block-leg and 
notched stringer types). The former 
can be used for storage when empty, 
requiring half the space of ordinary 
pallets. Pallets are constructed for 
five basic material-handling pur- 
poses: case goods, sack goods, drums, 
bulk material and fragile items. 


When a pallet order exceeds 500 
in number, the automatic nailer, a 
product of Food Machinery Corp., is 
used. There are two 58” automatic 
nailers in use in the Canlis yard 
Otherwise, a crew of from 30 to 40 
men speedily hand-nail pallets at a

Burned Lumber Will 
Be Salvaged 


Encouraging reports were made 
by Fred Ellis. president, West Side 
Lumber Co., Tuolumne, Calif., con- 
cerning hopes for salvaging at least 
a large portion of the 24,000 acre 
tract swept by fire last month 

The fire, one of the worst in Cali- 
fornia forest history, went through 
a tract on which there was an esti- 
mated 100 million feet of commercial 
timber in the Stanislaus National 
Forest area 

Ellis said that preliminary esti- 
mates show that as much as 50 mil- 
lion feet of company timber was 
burned. Salvage operations were 
scheduled to start immediately, with 
the beginning of repairs to the com- 
pany railroad of which 26 miles were 
in the fire area and were at least 
partially destroyed 

It will cost the company about 
$200,000 to repair its railroad, move

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Fortieth Anniversary of 
Northern Hemlock and 
Hardwood Association 


At the recent 40th anniversary 
meeting of the Northern Hemlock 
and Hardwood Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation at Land o’ Lakes, Wis., sec- 
retary-manager O. T. Swan said the 
organization started with 73 mem- 
bers producing 700,000,000 feet of 
lumber per year and that at that 
time it was anticipated the industry 
had about ten years of existence left. 
At present, he said, the association 
has more than 90 members with only 
seven from the original roster. 

President A. E. Swanke reviewed 
the progress of the industry over the 
past forty years. He cited prices of 
the old dates and contrasted the 
days of large lumber inventories 
when 1” lumber was held in pile for 
one year and 2” for two years to the 
present day of accelerated stock 
turn-over by means of kiln drying. 

Prof. Phil Fox, University of Wis- 
consin, said there will be further in- 
flation. He advocated the control of 
strategic materials by high excise 
taxes and maintenance of a free 
price system. He did not think wage 
controls or installment credit control 
would alone be effective in prevent- 
ing inflation. Under conditions as we 
may expect them from present indi- 
cations a doubling or tripling of the 
national debt is possible. 

R. A. Colgan, Executive Vice 
President, National Lumber Manu- 
facturers Association, predicted de- 
fense planning would be on a long 
time basis and economic control 
powers to be used with hesitancy. 

W. B. Greeley said that West 
Coast production was approaching 
the nine billion feet mark and that 
a chaotic condition prevailed on the 
coast. He stated the West Coast 
manufacturers favored the lumber 
buying auction method for procure- 
ment of Government lumber.

(Concluded from Page 51) 
ufacturing Co. hydraulic tilting 
breakdown hoist from which the 
plank goes to table feeding stock to 
a 30” S. A. Woods surfacer. Plank 
from the surfacer moves directly 
onto a transfer and is there graded 
while enroute to a circular stag- 
gered-saw slasher converting the 
plant to 2542” lengths. These drop 
onto a belt conveyor and thereby 
are transported to the adjacent proc- 
essing area where the 254” stock is 
run through Union Iron Works cross- 
cut gang saws for conversion into 
match-block stock in lengths of 
113/16” (size No. 3 blocks) or 243” 
(size No. 1 blocks). Immediately 
behind these gangs the resultant 
block stock is segregated into three 
sorts—one grade ready for loading 
into cars for shipping, trims, and 
those requiring elimination of one 
or more defects such as knots, pitch 
pockets, splits, checks, cross grain, 
heavy stain, and birdseye. 

Beyond this original grading of 
match-block stock all horizontal 
transport is by rubber conveyor belt 
directly to rail car, rejects to fuel 
bin, and those with defects to be 
removed are transported to hoppers 
between two long chopping tables 
There are 20 women choppers at 
each of these tables hand-chopping 
defects from the blocks, the defective 
pieces going to fuel-bin conveyor 
belt and on-grade stock dropping 
into bins for re-inspection before 
feeding onto belt conveyor leading 
directly to the cars, or to storage 
bin if cars are not available for 
loading. The blocks are shipped to 
the Ohio plant in closed cars, the 
loading of which is carried on by 
means of a machine developed by 
Ohio Match Co. personnel. This 
unit, known as a cyclone belt loader 
or “gun,” hurls the blocks from the 
side-door car opening to the ends, 
corners, and top of the cars to en- 
able filling to maximum load

Fluidization 
Stanford, Calif 


The LUMBERMAN—Stanford Re- 
search Institute in Palo Alto, Cali- 
fornia, has developed a process for 
the recovery of carbon and chemi- 
cals from wood wastes using a tech- 
nique known as fluidization. 

In this process a stream of gas is 
passed upwards through a mass of 


finely divided material such as saw- 
dust. Through a certain velocity 
range the particles become fully 
supported and take on flow charac- 
teristics similar to those of a fluid. 
Under such conditions heat ex- 
change is very rapid and uniform— 
a great advantage over the old retort 
process which was slow and any- 
thing but uniform.

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World’s Largest Aerial 
Forest Insect Spraying 
Project 

What is considered to be the 
world’s largest aerial forest insect 
spraying project concluded in mid- 
July with a total of 960,000 acres 
having been sprayed in Oregon and 
Washington for control of spruce 
budworm epidemic in coniferous for- 
ests. This was a cooperative project 
involving federal, state, county, and 
private ownership, carried out in 
about one month at cost of approxi- 
mately $1 million and involving use 
of some 75 airplanes, 8 contractors 
and one subcontractor. Of the 960,- 
000 acres treated, 20,000 acres were 
carried on in forests of Washington 
and all the rest in Oregon 

The Oregon state forest service 
sprayed 508,000 acres of the total 
and U.S. forest service sprayed the 
remaining 452,000 acres. By mutual 
organizations 
treated forest lands within their re- 
spective project areas regardless of 
ownership. Appropriate reimburse- 
ment was made for

Ownership of treated timber lands 
consists of about 60 federal and

Shown herewith is a new Nelson Type 
B Pole Shaving Machine, equipped with 
the company’s new improved cutterhead 
assemblies and arranged for left hand 
control. One of these machines is being 
shipped to the Standard Pole & Piling 
Co., Albany, Oregon.

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Lumber Operator Pleased with 
Murphy Diesel Power 

A representative of The LUMBER- 
MAN called on Glenn Hunter, president 
of Hunter & Best Lumber Co., Apple- 
gate, Oregon, on the first day of the 
hunting season and found him in a very 
eppreciative mood. 

When questioned about the service his 
Murphy diesel engine is rendering in op- 
erating their sawmill, he stated that they 
are delighted with it. He said the last 
day they ran in September before all the 
help went hunting, they cut 36 M bd. ft. 
in nine hours. The only reason they 
didn’t cut more was that was all the rear 
end of the mill could handle. 

The engine has been running since last 
May and has cut a million board feet of 
lumber 

This Murphy diesel engine drives both 
the head rig and the edger. The thing 
Mr. Hunter likes about it is that it has 
two intake and two exhaust valves 
which he claims makes for better serv- 
ice. He also likes the blower system as 
it blows the dust away from the motor 
instead of sucking it in. He claims this 
keeps the motor and cooling fins clean 
all the time. Another good feature he 
says is that it provides 180 h.p. of lug- 
ging power very important 
when operating a double circular mill. 
The Murphy engine burns black diesel 
oil which is 3c per gallon cheaper than 
the higher grades. 

Mr. Hunter, president, conducts all the 
logging operations and his partner, Glen 
Best, operates the mill. Hunter thinks 
the world of Best as he is a real me- 
chanic. They have a complete machine 
shop with all the trimmings for repairing 
and making machinery. Billy Hunter 
and Earl Best, sons of the owners, are
